They
took with them a ladder twenty feet
Iong, but on arviving at the cave-in
found it to be a dozen feet too short
to reach the bottom, A messenger was
at once digpatched for a rope and he
sonn returned, In the meantime Mrs,
Tulley had released herself by means
of Implementg furnished by her res-
cuers, and fastening the rope beneath
her arms she was soon hauled from
the pit.
